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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "according to claim 1 or 2". . . " by calcining. . . 
as defined in claim 2". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

The claim as presently recited includes dependency solely from claim 1 and 
would thus be improperly dependent as a limitation of claim 2 is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
HaydenetalUS 5,387,751. 

Hayden et al teach production of olefin oxides using a silver catalyst 
produced in the same manner as recited in the claims. See, for example, column 1 
lines 13-21, column 2 lines 29+ particularly, lines 29, 34, 44, 59, column 3 lines 
39-43, column 4 lines 5. 

Claims 1, 4-6, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Boecketal US 5,618,954. 
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Boeck et al teach production of olefin oxides using a silver catalyst produced 
in the same manner as recited in the claims. See, for example, column 1 lines 5- 
10, column 3 lines 19-36, column 4 lines 49-58, column 5 lines 39, and column 6 
lines 6-35. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakashiro et al US 6,498,122. 

Nakashiro et al teach production of olefin oxides using a silver catalyst 
produced in the same manner as recited in the claims. See, for example, column 4 
lines 2-22, 35-41, column 3 lines 10-14. 

Claims 1,6, 8, 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mul et al US 6,392,066. 

Mul et al teach production of olefin oxides using a silver catalyst produced 
in the same manner as recited in the claims. See, for example, column 1 lines 22- 
70, column 2 lines 1-40. 

No claim is allowed.
